1 . 2 >nort title and oonunencemeMt.—( 1 ) These rules may be called the Export 
of Rubber Beiimg i^Inspecuon) xtuies, idb 6 . 

' (2) They shall come into force on the 15th May, 1967. 

2. Definition.—In these rules ‘‘rubber beltings*’ mean any of the beltings 
mentioned m Schedule to these rules, made irom woven canvas impregnatea 
vviLU rubber compound with 01 without rubber cover, the whole being vulcanized 
together m a umtorm manner, ana used tor the purpose of conveying materials 
or power transmission. 

3. Basis of inspection.'—Inspection of rubber beltings for export shall be 
cairiea out with a view to seeing that rubber beltings conform to the standard 
specifications lecognised by tne Central Government under section 6 of the 
f^.xport (Quality Control and inspeciionj Act, 1963 (22 of 1963). 

4. Procedure of Inspection.—( 1 ) An exporter mtending to export rubber belt¬ 
ings shall give intimation m writing of his intention so to do and submit along 
with such Ultima Lion a declaration of the specification stipulated m the contract 
relating to such export, to any one of the inspection agencies (hereinafter refer¬ 
red to as the Agency) recognised under section 7 of the Export cQuality Control 
and Inspection) Act, 1963 (z2 oi 1963), to enable it to cari'y out the inspection in 
accordance with rule 3. 

(2) In case the specifications stipulated in the export contract are shown In 
the form of a sample approved by the buyer, the exporter shall submit accord¬ 
ingly a declaration along with the approved sample and its characteristics to the 
Agency. 

(3) Every intimation and declaration under sub-rule (1) or the sample 
declared under sub-rule ( 2 ) shall be given not less than fifteen days before the 
expected date of shipment. 

(4) On receipt of the intimation and declaration under sub-rule (3), the 
Agency shall mspect the consignment of rubber beltings with a view to seeing 
that the same conforms to the specifications recognised under section 6 of the 
Export (Quality Control and Inspection) Act. 1963 or the approved sample, as 
the case may be. 

(5) If, after inspection, the Agency is satisfied that the consignment of rubber 
beltings to be exported complies with the requirements of rule 3, it shall, within 
fifteen days of the receipt ol the intimation and declaration under sub-rule ( 3 ), 
issue a certificate to the exporter declaring the consignment to be export-worthy. 

5. Place of inspection.—^Every inspection under these rules shall be carried 
out either— 

(a) at the premise.^ of the manufacturer of such products, or 
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(b) at the premiaea at which the gooda are offered by the eacporter provid¬ 
ed adequate iacllitles for the purpose exist 'therein. 

0. Inspection fee.—Subject to a minimiun of Ba. 50 for each conaignment. a 
fee at the rate of twenty paiae for evd^ one hundred rupees of f.o.b. value of 
each such consignment shall be paid as inspection fee under these rules. 

7 . Anpeal.r—( 1 ) Any person aggrieved by the refusal of the Agency to issue
